Interesting Discovery of a French 


Scientist In Algeria. 


Not only naturalists, but every one | 


who bas watched ants, bas wondered 


how they tind their way to and from | 


their nests. A French naturalist. M 
Cornets, has been 
Algeria, and be tells the results of his 
observations. The ant. he says. in its 
outward journey proceeds throughont 
in the direction initially chosen. On its 


return the insect places its body at, 


the same angle and walks in the op- 
posite direction. 
would therefore act as a kind of com 
pass needle 


If an ant is caught at the nest and 


transported to a point some yards dis 


Í tant the insect is quite incapable of 


finding its way back. It runs around 
ov the ground until it accidentally 


| comes ucross the entrance to the bur 


row. The case is quite different if 


| an ant is allowed to tiud its way to a 


distance unmolested. On leaving the 
nest it places itself in a certain direc- 
tion and hoids the sime, no matter 
what obstacles it may meet en route 
and no matter what side tracks it 
may ocensionally strike in order to 
seize some article of food or of struc
